

CCP Bids Heckmen, 
Stuart For SC Posts

Vice President in the coming Student Council elections. 

At the dominating convention last Friday, the CCP ac- 
cepted by aeclamatlon all but one of its 16 ca ndldatee. 

Other nominees made by 
the CCP for major Council 
offices are. Comptroller, Betty 
Robinson; Advocate, Charlie 
Mays; Secretary^ Linda D’ Andre; 
and Member-at-L.arKe, Ben Finkle. 

Also , approved for the CCP 
ilate Freshman Director, AI 
Capp; ^ Program Director, Park 
Avery; Publicity Director. Dick 
Fishman; Activities Director, Ann 
Haug; Student Union Chairman, 

Henry Fraln; School of Govern- 
ment representative, Cameron 
Plppett; Columbian College repre- 
lentatlve, Pete Wasllewskl; School 
of Engineering representative, 

John Calarco; Junior Cbllegp rep- 
resentative, Martin Gerstenj and 
School of Education representa- 
tive, Dottle Williams. 

Each candidate running on the 
Colonial Campua party slate la 
pledged to uphold the party plat- 
form approved last week. 

Keynote Speech 

Student Council President Tim 
Mead In the Keynote speech of 
the convention, reminded the CCP 
that only last year the party was 
a dream for responsible student 
government in the minds of the 
party's founders. In one year the 
Colonial Campus party has mate- 
rialized and founded a sound po- 
UUcal organization. 

Mr. Mead enumeraUd several 
points of progress of the CCP; the 
approval of the establishment of 
Young Republican and Young 
Democratic Clubs on campus, the 
reorganimtion of Student Coun- 
cil which will be Included as a 
referendum on the Student Coun- 
cil elecUon ballot, and the Hl-Ball 
dance. 

Urges Conttnnlng Program 
Next year, Mr. Mead feels that 
In addition to the new party plat- 
form, CCP members on Student 
Council should work to flnlah the 
Student Directory, encourage the 
placement of University location 
signs and continue to Investigate 
the possibility of a check-cashing 
service. 

The greatest service of the 
Colonial Campus party, however, 
said Mr. Mead, Is the fruition of 
the Idea of a year ago— the Idea 
of a body with continuous political 
responsibility on campus, Tlie CCP 
will stand on the record it has es- 
tablished this year. The stu(^t 
body can look at this record and 
decide for Itself whether or not 
there should be a continuous po- 


litical group on campus. And, said 
Mr. Mead, "Looking into the 
crystal ball, I feel we will return." 

The Colonial Campus party 
also ratified the second amend- 
ment to their constitution. "Only 
those persoiu who have attended 
at least one party meeting and 
have met all financial obligations 
levied by the party on or before 
the last day of the preceding . Feb- 
ruary shall be eligible to vote In 
the selection of a slate of candi- 
dates for the Student Council of 
that Spring.” 


University Holds 
Contracts Forum 

• THE UNIVERSITY’S Seventh 
Annual Government Contracts In- 
stitute will be held Thursday and 
Friday, April 28 and 29, In Llsner 
auditorium. 

The Institute will consist of two 
full-day sessions with discussions 
by lawyers in govemimnt, indus- 
try and private practice, as well 
as accountants. 

The first day's seulons will be 
devoted to developments of the 
post year— a review of leading de- 
cisions by the courts. Appeals 
Boards and the Comptroller Gen- 
eral. One session will be devoted 
to the new cost principles em- 
bodied In the revision of Section 
XV of the Armed Services Pro- 
curement Regulations. 

On the second day, a discussion 
will be held regard^ proprietary 
data — trade secrets and manufac- 
turing know-how which contrac-- 
tors wish to protect as far as 
possible. In the afternoon, the 
discussion will involve considera- 
tions of propriety in dealing such 
points as the covenant against 
contingent fees; gratuities; and 
conflict of interest. 'The discus- 
sion will Include both present laws 
and proposals for change. Charles 
Horsky a member of the Wash- 
■ ingtoa firm of Covington t Burl- 
ing, author of The Washington 
Lawyer and a member of the spe- 
cial committee of the Association 
of the Bar of the City of New 
York' which has prepared a com- 
prehensive proposal regarding con- 
fiict of intmst, will be a speaker 
during this session.

Clark Suggests Top Department 
To Study Metropolitan Problems

e SEN. JOSEPH 8. CLARK (D, 
Pa.) assailed Robert R. Mcrriam’s 
proposed coordinating committee 
fV metropolitan area problems 
hero last week and offered an- 
other way out — establishment of 
a cabinet level department for 
Housing and Metropolitan Affairs. 

Sen. Clark, the third speaker 
in the School of Government’s 
series on ‘fThe Federal Gbvem- 
ment and the Cities," blasted the 
White House Aid’s proposal for 
lacking "a vital center of thought 
and action." 

Mr. Merriam’s solution was 
advanced at this same lecture 
series several weeks ago. 

"Committees,” the Senator kdd, 
"Just are not suited for the pur- 
pose.” Besides, he laid, a com- 
mittee "has no life of its own. 

"What is needed,” he continued, 
’is an executive and a staff with 
a bro^ responsibility for studying 
the problems of metropolitan 
areas and for thinking creatively 
about the role of the Federal gov- 
ernment in the solutions.

• THE YOUNG SPOKESMAN 
for the African Student! Auocia- 
tlon proteited the policeman’! or- 
der for the Negro etudenU to low- 
er their !ign!. 

Thl! wa! not all he waa pro- 
taatlng. The algna bore measage! 
of proteata agalnat the brutal 
alaughter of many African! in 
Sharpeaville, South Africa, only a 
few day! earlier. 

The young man, diatingulahed 
by hi! manner and dreaa, waa Bill 
Davia, a George Waahington atu- 
dent from Liberia. The police 
were trying to keep him and hi! 
group from the legal marginal 
boundary of proteat marchea at 
the White Houae. 

Since Sir Harold Macmillan, 
Prime Mlnlater of the United 
Kingdom, waa in Waahington, the 
law requiring that demonatratora 
remain 500 feet from the eyea of 
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orgtnization made up of people inter* 
etted in unregimented European travel. 
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■ foreign emlaaauy waa in effecL 
The group waa halted at 18th St. 
and Pennaylvanla Ave., a dlatance 
they thought waa further than 
the required 500 feet. 

Their aigna bore pleaa to Preai- 
dent Dwight D. Eiaenhower and 
effort! to riiSKC the Prime Minla- 
ter aware of the reaction of tha 
local African atudenta. 

Davis outlined the immediate 
causes for the Sharpeaville Mea- 
aacre. 

The people in South Africa were 
protesting against the mandatory 
requirement of a pass book. South 
Africans are expected to carry 
these at ail times as a means of 
identifying themselves when 
stopped by the police. It is com- 
parable to an identification pass 
required in Communist countries. 
To the Africans, the pass book 
symbolized a restriction on free- 
dom of movement and choice of 
occupation. "It represents an ef- 
fort to keep the African in hit 
place," explained Davis, "but since 
South Africa is his place, how 
does one, through such meanr, 
keep an African .to his place?” 

The Africans submitted them- 
selves to mass arrest by refusing 
to carry the paas book. Their 
thought was that the government 
wouldn't havH the facilities to en- 
camp ail of them and would waive 
the pass book requirement. 

Instead, the peaceful resistance 
of the African peoples resulted in 
ma.ss slaughter at the police bar- 
ricades. 

Immediately upon receiving 
word of the atrocities, the Wash- 
ington Chapter of the African 
Students Association met to plan 
protest marches at the Vr^te 
House and the South African em- 
bassy. 

Two main objectives were being 
stressed In the demonstration of 
protest. 

' We want the people of the 
world to know that we believe, 
not In aggression,” said Davis, 
"but in the possibiilty of peacetpl 
solution developed through Intgr- 


The second objective rests upon 
the outcome of the first. . 

"In the meantime, if it does not 
seem likely that through such a 
medium there can be any solu- 
tion, we hope the world will bear 
with us as we seek to employ 
other means of solving the prob- 
lem," added Davis. 

The likelihood of the objectives 
of their demonstrations being 
reached seemed somewhat blurred 
by the efforts of the D. C. police 
to thwart them. To the young Af- 
yicani, thii represented a "denial 
of a recognized privilege to dem- 
onstrate peaceably in a demo- 
cratic cociety." 

BUI Davis presented the case of 
the South Africans and offered 
his views for possible solution to 
the problem labeled apartheid. 

The immediate problem of dis- 
crimination against the Negro in 
South Afrlqa Is focused in the 
ruling party of lhat nation — the 
Afrikanist Nationalist Party. It is 
apparent to the Africane that as 
long as this party stays in power 
and continues its segregation poU- 
cles, there wiU be no chance for 
advancement of the Negro. 

The oppoeltion Moderate Party 
of South Africa is seeking to pro- 
mote the polIticU participation of 
the Africans. This is a practical 
move. 

'The Moderate Party realizes 
the danger of what could happen 
to the Europeans in South Africa 
if somg concesslomr are not made 
to the South Africans now," as- 
serted Davis. ' ' 

This is made obvious by the 
fact that there are II million Ne- 
groes in South Africa and only 3 

I million white South Africans. 

Davis believes that when the 
South African Negroes have ex-

Coming right out and adapting 
the Federal government’s ma- 
chlriiery, however, will be labeled 
“sheer heresy,” the Senator said, 

'It runs counter to all of the 
tlogaiu and symbols of the Amer- 
ican traditions.” 

Yet the Seirator said, we’ve been 
doing it right along even though 
we haven’t gone aU the way or 
haven’t openly acknowledged it 
Disguises have been used, he said. 
The National Defense Education 
Act went "under the guise" of 
national defense. Other proposals, 
he said, have bean passed off as 
"temporary emergency measures." 

SUtee Rights Cliches 
But "states rights cliches," he t 
said "demand that the Federal ' 
government stay out of education, 
housing or what have you, and let 
the states and cities take care of 
themselves.’’ 

But these "are smoke screens,” 
he said. The people who use them 
raise the cries because "they hata 
the Federid government and lovs 
local government because the for- 
mer taxes them heavily and th* 
latter lightly. Fedtral aid leflllh 
tributes the wealth downward. A . 
shift of responsibility to the state* ' 
would redistribute the wealth u(L 
ward. It is that simple." I 

“Revenues,” he said, "should ho 
collected preponderantly at tbi* 
Federal level because a national 
tax system can best tap an 
economy that is national in its* 
character. But where dedston 
making can best be made at th* 
local level and national uniformity 
is not essential, then the scheme 
should be so designed that th* 
money can safely be distrijaited 
to the state and localities for 
administration.”

&>nnally Reservation Labelled 
Senate's Mistake By Ludden

• THE CXJNNALLY WORLD Court Reaervatlon Is a Senate Foreign poUey mistake accord- 
ing to Howard R. Ludden, assistant, professor of poiltical science. 

The reservation, adopted in 1946, is again causing trouble In Congress. Yet, the Senate 
FOTeign Relations Committee has decided to drc^ the issue. 

Established in 1945, the World Court at the Hague is part of the United Nations organi- 
xation. The 15 eminent jus- 
tloes, each from a different 
nation, convene to peacefully 
settle legal disputes arising un- 
der intemaUonal Uw. 

Few people pay much attentloo 
to the court, for as Professor 
Ludden pointed out, “Political 
questions are not appropriate for 
settlement, and they are 'hot' vital 
questions of the day." 

The Court has Jurisdition in 
tour types of cases involving: 1) 
the interpretation of a treaty, 2) 
any question of international law, 

*3) any question of face which if 
proven would constitute a breach 
of International obligations, and 
4) the nature and extent of repa- 
rations for these breaches. 

The organizaUon statute in- 
cludes an optional acceptance 
clause. Any naUon ratifying this 
clause would thereby accept the 
compulsory jurisdiction of the 
court in any of these four in- 
stances. The Court could thus 
handle a case without any further 
agreement of the parties. 

As Mr. Ludden explained, "If 
the U. S. and France, both hav- 
ing ratified the optional clause.

became Involved In a dispute, one 
country could bail the other into 
court without asking Its pennls- 
sion.” 

This did happen in the case of 
the Moroccan customs decrees in- 
volving American rutionals in 
Morocco. This was the first and 
only case in which the U. S. was 
a party to a dispute before the 
court. 

When the United States Senate 
ratified the optional clause in 
1946, It added a reservation pro- 
posed by Sen. Tom Coruially (D- 
Tex.), stating ". . . the jurisdic- 
tion of the World Court shall rrat 
apply to disputes with regard to 
.matters Which are essentially 
within the domestic jurisdiction of 
the United States AS DETER- 
MINED BY THE UNITED 
STATES." ITioae last six words 
are the Connally Amendment and 
the heart of the problem. 

Professor Ludden feels the pas- 
sage of this reservation was a 
mistake. He states that neither 
the President, the Secretary of 
State, nor the Foreign Relations 
CommittM were in favouof it. 


The amendment was proposed 
on the Senate floor during the 
end.o<-the-season rush, was not 
considered by committee, and had 
very little debate. In proposing It, 
Senator Connally feared that let- 
ting the compi^ry Jurisdiction 
of the Court pass without his 
reservation would allow the court 
to interfere in the control of the 
Panama Canal and our immigra- 
tion and tariff policies. 

When called for a vote, the 
measure passed just two hours be- 
fore the Senate qdjoumed for the 
1946 elections. 

"We Insist on passing judgment 
in all cases," Professor Ludden 
commented, “this just about. de- 
stroys the compulsory jurisdic- 
tion of the court." While other 
countries have clauses relating to 
domestic jurisdiction, "the Uplted 
States is the only country to go 
\so far as to set itself up as a de- 
terminer of what is and what is 
not a domestic question." 

Mr. Ludden also feels that this 
.reservation destroys the court for 
our effective use. He states that 
if the United States should at- 
tempt to hail a nation to the 
court, that nation could claim the 
same right as the United States. 
This would thus ruin the court 
for our use. 

Another great evil is that this 
lets the Soviet Union sneer at the 
United States. This points to a 
disparity between what we say 
and what we do; the underde- 
veloped nations learn this- through 
Russian propaganda. , 

If the reservation were repealed, 
Mr. Ludden feels that "it would 
be a gesture to the world that the 
U. S. is an Int^atkmally-minded 
country, ami we could thus hold 
this up In contrast to the Soviet 
Union’s flouting of the United''Na- 
Uons. We would be intemational- 
ly-minded; they would be nation- 
^Ucally-minded."

Dean Cole Heads 
Summer Sessions 

• CHARLES W. COLE, professor 
of Amerioan Literature and execu- 
tive offlcer of the English Depart- 
ment, has been named Dean of the 
Summer Sessions. 

Professor Cole replaces Profes- 
sor Bumlce H. Jarman, who has 
taken a two-year leave of absence 
to serve as the Higher Education 
Adviser for the International Co- 
operation AdminlstraUon In Korea. 

In his new ppsltlon. Dr. Cole 
will be responsible tor formulating 
and developing the University’s 
steadily growing Summer Sessions 
program of studies. During the 
past live years, enrollment in the 
Summer Sessions has increased 
13.4 percent; last year's total en- 
rollment was 4,128 students. Stu- 
dents from colleges and universi- 
ties throughout the United States 
and from a number of foreign 
countries enroll for day and eve- 
ning classes offered by 27 Uni- 
versity departments In the Sum- 
mer Sessions each year. 

Professor Cole received his BA, 
HA and PhD from the University. 
He became an instructor in Eng- 
lish in 1939, and has been pro- 
fessor of American Literature 
since 1952. He previously served 
as Assistant Dean of the Summer 
Sessions in 1946 and 1947.

I am in no position to be either 
fan or critic of Professor Gajdu- 
sek, but I know from a number of 
studenU his value to those whom 
he has taught. However, it should 
be pointed out that the HATCHET 
must struggle with a problem 
which is not Its own but is in- 
herent in all news writing. 

To capture the reader's Interest 
in a news item and then to hold 
that Interest to the final sentence 
is extremely difficult. Deadlines 
and space problems compound the 
problem. A writer must establish 
a point of view, or “slant” in his 
lead, in order to make clear the 
Interest, the value and the fao- 
tuality of his story. 

Whether the material with 
which the writer deal* Is unique 
or ordinary, the selection of slant 
and construction of the lead is 
critical. It I* not simply an ac- 
quired formula, as many bad writ- 
ers and much of the general public 
consider it to be. The facta are 
frequently easily acoimulated. 
However, a lead and a point of 
view which will not misrepresent 
those facts often seem impossible.
